Moisture retention devices in the plant struc- 
ture have been developed to an outstanding de- 
gree to withstand shortage; to escape excesses: the

gravelly and porous soils from which excess water 
readily drains away or down, thus quickly restor- 
ing aeration. In general moisture is sought, wet- 
ness avoided. 

A recommended scree mixture for replacing 
soils that are close textured and impervious or too 
rich and moisture retentive, or to counteract ines- 
capable shade from remote trees or other objects, 
is-made. up.of equal parts of ordinary. soil, coarse
